Scrubwomen 

The appearance of charwomen on 
fifeir knees scrubbing an office flour, 
a public corridor, or the lobby of a 
theatre is 1ot one which inspires re- 
spect in the ordinary passerby. The 
work of public cleaning bears, in audi 
tion to the. ancien: stigma attached 
to menial work, the ignominy of be- 
ing done in public places. The dishev- 
elled working clothes and the humble 
posture of the scrubbers seem to de- 
prive them of any measure ol humat 
dignity. 

In the majority of public buildings 
the scrubbing is done in the most 
primitive fashion, for as long as the 
women’s lavor is as cheap as it is. 
there is little incentive for employeis 
to adopt improved methods of work. 
There is also a goneral belief that 
women do vhis sort of work, more 
thoroughly then men—a fact which 
has served to prolong their tenure. 
Moreover, <he scrubbing machines 
which have been triad so far have not 
been satisfactory. The superintendysnt 
6¥ one building experimented with ono 
in the large ground floor thoroughfare, 
but gave it up and returned to primi 
tive hand-and-knee scrubbers. 

The dangers to health from con- 
stantly breaching in the germ-laden 
dust of great assemblage places need 
searcely ba menticned. The pubiic 
cleaning woman is the first and chief 
victim of the disgusting habit of spit- 
ting. Decent women were compelied to 
scrub floors unspeakably defiled by 
spitting, a condition as dangerous as 
it was revolting. One woman was said 
to have acquired tuberculosis in her 
finger from scrubbing the floor of an 
orchestra. It is true that not all 
cleaning jots wero equally bad, but 
tbe worst involved hardships which 
were an offease against humanity and 
bore no relation te the numbess of 
women engaged. 

But the ability to make the best ot 
conditions which we can’t remedy be- 
longs to these women as well as to 
others more tortunate than they. Hear 
Mrs. Clintoa, as she walks to the 
theatre at 5 o’clock on a snowy win- 
ter afternoon “" think I’m going to} 
be able to heep ‘this job,” she says 
“because six wome) have tried it be 
fore me and all of them gave it up

Disasters Due to Fog 

It may be said that no regulations 
and no precautions can avail against 
fog. That is too hasty and to sweep- 
ing a conclusion. Fogs, of course, 
cannot be prevented; but disaster 
feed not follow upon fog. It is com- 
monly due either to ships persisting 
in moving during fog or to some 
avoidable blunder in navigation. The 
blunder in navigation is usually the 
result ‘not of lack of skile but of a 
defect of temper. There are  sea- 
hogs as well as road-hogs, and there 
are obstinate captains who will im- 
peril their ships rather than deflect 
from their course, This sort of thing 
can be corrected by setting up a bet- 
ter tradition, and if necessary by 
punishing sternly wherever it can be 
proved. The larger question remains 
whether ships ought to proceed in 
fog. That must always be a very 
risky business along the great water- 
ways of the world’ like the Channel 
or along a river. There is no rule to 
guide captains. On. the one hand 
their owners want them to make a 
quick passage‘ on the other hand, 
they have no assurarce that if they 
stop other ships will do likewise. Un- 
der such circumstances there is 
strong temptation to push on, and 
that,- with other ships moving, may 
be actually safer than _ stopping. 
Clearly) .f regulation is practicable 
this‘is a case fo international regu- 
lation.—London Daily News and 
Leader,

Platte Fougere Beacon Is Unique 


Among Marine Guides 
What is declared to be the only 
unattended iighthouse built on a 
wave-washev rock, possessing a pow- 


pleted Platte Fougerre Lighthouse, 
marking the entrance to the Russell 
Channel leading to the Guernsey capi 
tal of St.” Peter’s Port, a spot which 
figures in Victor Hugo’s great rom- 
ance, “The Toilers o: the Sea.” This 
unattended iower, built of ferro-con 
crete rock, js 80 feet in height. The 
head of the rock on which it stands 
is only visipie at low tide, while it is 
difficult to approach even in the 
smoothest weathe:, owing to tides and 
currents. Much of the foundatioa 
work had to be carried out under 
water. 

The tower, says The Sphere, is solid 
for a height of 46 feet above the 
rock, and the base is formed of Port- 
lend cement placed in iron ‘moulds 
with iron burs driven into the solid 
rock to anchor the concrete firmly. 
In the sid) to which the building is 
exposed to the heaviest seas, massive 
beums of r)..ed steel are driven into 
the rock so as to impart additional 
Strength to the part of the tower 
where the g.eates' strains are likely 
to be set in. ‘ 

In the entrance level is a compart 
ment containing an electric motor 
and air-com;ressor, whlle on the 
floor immediately above is a dupli- 
cate instaliation. The siren projects 
through the top o! the tower, the 
trumpet being so turned as to throw 
the sounds in a horizontal direction 
over the water. 

On the top of the tower is a small 
automatic acetylene gas plaat and 
light. The foghorn has been heard 
thirty mile; away on the Frerch 
coast, while the :ight is brought into 
being at sui set and extinguished at 
(dawn autom:.ticaily 

These dev ces, many of which are 
the invention of the engineer-in- 
chief, Mr. 8. O Cacford, are control- 
led from the store station one and a 
quarter miles distant, by means of a 
submarine cable made specially for 
the work, ‘his cable is 11 inches in 
diameter, aud weighs forty-five tcns 
to the nautica’ mile 

The tower and its installation cost 
$68,000, a sum five or six times less 
than that ahich would have beer 
needed for an ordinary stone struc- 
ture.

ing that the entire burden of 
the war and all that it entails 
should be borne by a few and 
not by the entire community as 
a whole. Would it be possible 
to have a public meeting when 
the whole thing might be 
thoroughly discussed and some- 
thing done by the town acting 
as a whole? 

Times ure undoubtedly bad, 
and we must recognize this 
fact. For this reason, I feel 
that 1t would be inadvisable to 
start anything in the nature ot 
a tormal subscription list. We 
might possibly follow the ex- 
ample of some towns and or- 
ganize a public concert or enter- 
tainment, the proceeds of which 
would g9 to swell the fund. A 
meeting might differ as to ways 
and means. I have no doubt 
that for the main object it 
would be quite unanimous.

Disasters Due to Fog 

It may be said that no regulations 
and no precautions can avail against 
fog. That is too hasty and to sweep- 
ing a conclusion. Fogs, of course, 
cannot be prevented; but disaster 
need not follow upon fog. It is com- 
monly due either to ships persisting 
in moving during fog or to some 
avoidable blunder in navigation. The 
blunder in navigation is usually the 
result not of lack of skilr but of a 
defect of temper. There are  sea- 
hogs as well as road-hogs, and there 
are obstinate captains who will im- 
peril their ships rather than deflect 
from their course. This sort of thing 
can be corrected by setting up a bet- 
ter tradition, and if necessary by 
punishing sternly wherever it can be 
proved, The larger question remains 
whether ships ought to proceed in 
fog. That must always be a very 
risky business along the great water- 
ways of the world like the Channel 
or along a river. There is no rule to 
guide captains. On the one hand 
their owners want them to make a 
quick passage’ on the other hand, 
they have no assurarce that if they 
stop other ships will do likewise. Un- 
der such circumstances there is 
strong temptation to push on, and 
that, with other ships moving, may 
be actually safer than stopping. 
Clearly, if regulation is practicable 
this is a case for international regu- 
lation.—London Daily News and 
Leader.

Platte Foigere Beacon 


Among Marine Guides 


What is declared to be the only 

unattended iighthouse built 
wave-washev rock, possessing a pow- 
erful fog-signal, is the recent.y com- 
pleted Platte Fougerre Lighthouse, 
marking the entrance to the Russell 
Channel leading to the Guernsey capi 
tal of St. Peter’s Port, a spot which 
figures in Victor Hugo’s great rom. 
ance, “The Toilers o£ the Sea.” This 
unattended iower, built of ferro-con 
crete rock, is 80 feet in height. The 
head of the rock on which it stands 
is only visivie at low tide, while it is 
difficult to spproach even in the 
smoothest weathe., owing to tides and 
currents, Much of the foundatioa 
work had to be carried out under 
water,. 
‘ The tower, says The Sphere, is solid 
for a height of 46 feet above’ the 
rock, and the base is formed of Port- 
lend cement placed in iron moulds 
with iron bars driven into the solid 
rock to anchor the concrete firmly. 
In the sid» to which the building is 
exposed to the heaviest seas, massive 
beams of r>.ed steel are driven into 
| the rock sc as to impart additional 
strength to the part of the tower 
where the g.eates’ strains are likely 
to be set in. 

In the entrance level is a compart 
Ment contaiuing an electric. motor 
and air-com;,ressor, while on _ the 
floor immeciately above is a dupli- 
cate instaliation. The siren projects 
through the top o° the tower, the 
trumpet being so turned as to throw 
the sounds .n a horizontal direction 
over the water. 

On the top of the tower is q small 
automatic acetylene gas pla and 
light. The foghorn has been heard 
thirty miles away on the Frerch 
coast, while the iight is brought into 
being at su, set and extinguished at, 
dawn autom:.tica.ly 

These dev ces, many of which are 
the invention of the engineer-in- 
chief, Mr. & O. Cacford, are control- 
led from the store station one and a 
quarter miles distant, by means of a! 
submarine cable made specially ‘or 
tLe work. ‘this cable is 11 inches in 
diameter, aud weighs forty-five tcns 
to the nautica: mile |
